man and a girl, both classically dressed, carrying flowers, the eagle 
above, the whole in rich tones of puce, green, golden-yellow and purple, 
contained in a contemporary elaborate giltwood frame of rococo design, 
203in. overall (52.7cm.), bearing the label of Lahoche a L’Escalier de 
Cristal, Palais Royal 162 and 163
